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Collections of Hyacinths for Beds 


Few bulbs can be used for bedding with such good effect as Hyacinths, 
and every spring they form one of the features of the principal public 
parks, and, considering the little trouble necessary for their care and the 
low cost of planting a good sized bed, it is a matter of comment that larger 
plantings are not seen in private gardens. 

Cultural notes will be found on page 2. We might add that Hyacinth 
Bulbs in some soils will do well for a number of years without lifting or 
replanting. When through flowering, the beds may be sown or planted 
with shallow-rooted plants, such as Petunias, Verbenas, Portulaca, etc., 
which will keep the beds bright throughout the summer and in no way 
hurt the bulbs. 

The size of these beds are 6 feet in diameter; each bed requires 114 bulbs, 
planted 6 inches apart each way.

When through 
flowering, the bulbs may be lifted and dried off, and used another year, 
or they may be left in the ground. The following beds are 6 feet in 
diameter, and require 156 bulbs, planted 5 inches apart each way, and are 
made up of the most approved sorts. If larger beds are wanted we will be 
pleased to quote on receipt of dimensions and color combinations wanted.

and Superbum in September. The entire balance from late 
October to December. It is advisable to prepare your Lily bed 
early in the autumn and cover with 3 or 4 inches of litter. This will 
keep the ground from freezing and permit the planting of the late- 


maturing kinds, which frequently do not arrive until after hard frost. 


The genus embraces a vast number of species; we, however, 
confine our list to such as are of easy culture, and give the best 
results with the least care. It is in the hardy border or among 
shrubbery that Lilies do best, as they get the benefit of the 
shade of the surrounding plants, which is so necessary for their 
welfare.

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Dreer’s Perfect Pansies 


Pansies are too well known to require any description, as 


they are favorites with all. For best results you must start 
with a good strain. The finest Pansies are, as a rule, shy 
seeders, which accounts for the difference in the price of the 
various mixtures offered. 

Pansy seed germinates and the plants grow 
more freely in the cool, early days of spring, and 
for summer-blooming should be sown by the 
latter part of April, or early in May, in the 
vicinity of Philadelphia. About the middle of 
August is the best time for-starting Pansy seeds 
for early spring blooming, as this allows the 
plants to go into winter in vigorous condition. 
) A soil containing a proportion of leaf mould, 
well enriched with well-decayed cow manure, 
will be the most satisfactory for the growing 
of this flower, and it should be well dug and 
made fine and level. 

Sow the seeds in drills, covering them not more 

than four times their diameter and firming the 
soil well above them. The seeds germinate in 
from eight to twelve days, and should not be allowed 
to dry out during this period. Covering the seed bed 
with newspapers will prevent this and hasten some- 
what the period of germination. 
As soon as the plants are up and large enough to handle, they should 
be thinned out or transplanted to stand nine inches apart in the 
rows. Thorough cultivation should be given from the start, as 
Pansies will not thrive when obliged to share the beds with a mass 
of weeds. 

It is a mistake to plant Pansies in the shade of a tree or buildings.
